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Rent Control 
Issue Beaten 


Demos Want 
Longer Period 
Of Extension 


Washington, 
March 
11 — 
(AP)—House Democratic lead- 
ers today defeated a Republi- 
can effort to continue rent con- 
trols only 90 days more, then 
put off until Tuesday a final 
vote on an administration bill 
extending the curbs 15 months. 


Postponement of the show- 
down came 
after nearly eight 
hours of heated debate, high- 
lighted by these developments: 


1. Rejection of the GOP's 90-day 
extension plan by a vote of 178 to 
163. 
Will Protect Landlords 


2. Adoption of an amendmec* by 
Rep. Brown (D-Ga) to assur« fcnd- 
lords, so far'as practicable, a 'reas- 
onable return on reasonable value" 
of their rental property. This was 
approved 246 to 31. 


3. Elimination of 
a 
provision 
which would have put 
apartment 
hotels back under price ceilings. 
Under the present law the curbs 
apply only to hostelries which do 
noi provide the "usual hotel serv- 
ices." The change was adopted by 
a vote of 174 to 98. 


The Democratic leadership then 
ordered the delay on final action, 
saying that votes on pending amend- 
ments and three scheduled 
roll 
calls would have forced the house 
into an extra long night session. 


Rep. Halleck (R-Ind), a Repub- 
lican leader, told reporters: 
Thinks Demos Panicky 


"I think they (Democratic leaders) 
are a little panicky. All those votes 
were very, very close. 
Of course, 
this bill already bears only slight 
resemblance to the rent bill the 
administration asked for." 


Although the Democrats did not 
succeed in pushing their 
measure 
through to a conclusive vote today 
they were pleased—and relieved— 
that they had turned back the GOP 
drive to cut the extension period to 
three months. 


"It was a very hard fight," Acting 
Speaker McCormack <D-Mass) said. 
He said that if the Republicans had 
put their plan across "it would have 
meant that to all practical purposes 
rent control was ever." 


"The major fight is won," he 
added. 


But the victory came only by a 
mighty slim margin—and only after 
the 
hard-pressed 
administration 
forces had offered to lift controls on 
more than 100 areas 
If 
congress 
agrees to extend the government's 
general authority to set rent ceilings.

Harry S. Truman 
Expected To Beat 
R. E. Lee Record 


Caruthersville, Mo., March 11—(JP) 
—Her diesel motors at top speed, the 
towboat Harry S. Truman expected 
to overtake the ghost of the old 
Robert E. Lee tonight or early to- 
morrow. 


The Truman was more than an 
hour behind schedule but gaining 
fast when she passed Caruthersville 
shortly before noon. She's trying to 
beat the New Orleans-to-St. Louis 
record set by the famous old packet 
79 years ago. 


Capt. Willis "Cannonball" Smith, 
the Truman's master, reported to 
St. Louis by radio at noon that he 
had averaged 12.9 miles an hour for 
three hours, "the best stretch she's 
done this far." 


To equal the Lee's mark, the Tru- 
man must pass under Eades bridge 
at St. Louis by 11:14 a.m. (CST) to- 
morrow. 


"From all 
calculations 
make," said a federal barge lines 
spokesman at St. Louis, "it looks as 
if we'll bring her in about 10 a.m., 
beating the Lee by more than an 
hour."

Trans-Jordan has objected to the 
troop movements as a violation of 
security council truce orders and a 
threat to the port of Aqaba, her 
British-garrisoned sea outlet three 
miles east of the frontier. She com- 
plained to Bunche and asked him to 
"halt Israeli attacks." 
No Reinforcements Allowed 


Bunche told U.S. Brig. Gen. Wil 
liam E. Riley, chief of the observer 
staff, that aerial activity or sending 
of reinforcements-into the disputed 
area by either side would be regard- 
ed as truce violations. 


The formal cease fire agreement 
signed here today is a necessary pre- 
liminary to a full Armistice between 
Israel and Trans-Jordan 


It does not include the Nablus- 
Tulkarm-Jenin triangle of northern 
Palestine, where Iraqi troops are 
stationed. Trans-Jordan offered to 
negotiate on behalf of Iraq, an Arab 
ally, but U.N. officials still lack of- 
ficial word from Iraq to authorize 
this. 


Trans-Jordan's legion holds the 
old walled city of Jerusalem, much 
of the area east of it and Latrun, 
which dominates the Tel Aviv-Jeru- 
salem highway.

It provides for an army 
of 550,000 men in the year starting 
April 1, a reduction of 300,000. The 
budget is 300,000 pounds ($1,200,000) 
less than for the current year.

Premier Gasperi 
Approves Italy's 
Joining Alliance 


Rome, March 11 — r/P>— Premier 
Alcide De Gasperi announced today 
his government has approved Italy's 
participation in the projected North 
Atlantic Alliance. 


His statement, made in a tense 
session of the chamber of deputies, 
was followed by a sweeping attack 
on the proposed treaty by commun- 
ist 
and 
pro-communist 
socialist 
leaders. 


Italy's decision was reached earlier 
in the day at a cabinet meeting. 
Foreign minister Carlo Sforza out- 
lined the main conditions of the 
planned alliance. Then, De Gasperi 
said, the cabinet unanimously ac- 
cepted an invitation for Italy to 
join. 


The eight countries working out 
the pact were reported in Washing- 
ton to have agreed on all details. 


The agreement will link the Uni 
ted States and Canada with a num- 
ber of European countries west of 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Original European participants in 
the treaty talks were the five Brus- 
sels alliance powers—Britain, France, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg.

joined in the negotiations and Den- 
mark has moved tovard participa- 
tion.

New York, March 11—(JP)—A Rus- 
sian engineer claimed

immunity and a young woman gov- 
ernment worker pleaded innocent 
today when they were arraigned in 
federal court on espionage charges. 


The immunity claim was made by 
Valentine A. Gubitchev, suspended 
Soviet employe of the United Na- 
tions who was indicted yesterday 
with 
Judith 'Coplon, 
27-year-old 
analyst for the U.S. Justice depart- 
ment. 


The 
special 
spy-probing 
grand 
jury that indicted them accused the 
pair of conspiring to pass to a "fore- 
ign power" United States defense 
and intelligence secrets. 


Speaking through an Interpreter, 
the 32-year-old Russian told the 
court he did not want counsel and 
that the case against him was being 
prosecuted to "pursue certain aims." 


But Judge Simon H. Rifkind De- 
ferred Gubitchev's pleading on the 
indictment \mtil Monday and said 
he would assign >an attorney to de- 
fend him. 


Miss Coplon, a native of Brooklyn 
and honor graduate of Barnard Col- 
lege, pleaded innocent in a firm, 
clear voice to the three counts of the 
espionage 
indictment. 
Her 
trial 
was set for April 1 and she later 
was released in $20,000 bail.

lengthy notes he left, at: 


"The greed, selfishness, deceit and 
downright ignorance of some trade 
union bosses, the selfishness and 
obtuseness of some swollen profits 
seeking employers, the apathy of 
some clergymen. I am ashamed of 
porkbarrel' politicians." 


The shooting occurred at 1:50 p.m. 
central standard time in a corridor 
adjoining the senate spectator's gal- 
lery. 


The senate was locked in an 11- 
day old filibuster debate. 


Williams had apparently toyed 
with the shooting idea 
for 
some 
time. 
He had drafted his original 
notes, in which he expressed 
the 
hope that his death might set an 
example and inspire better things, 
on Feb. 24 and 25. 


He scratched out these dates and 
inked in March 10.

(AP)—John L. Lewis, preparing 
for another contract battle with 
mine operators, today ordered 
a two-week shutdown of coaf 
mines east of the Mississippi, 
beginning Monday. 


He summoned some 400,00(7 
soft and hard coal miners to

nomination of Dr. James Boyd 
as director of the U. S. Bureau 
of Mines. 


He also said the shutdown would 
be a memorial for men killed and 
injured in the mines. 
Does Not Mention New Contract 


He said nothing about the fact 
that negotiations are coming up for 
a new contract to replace the one 
expiring June 30. 
But 
anything 
that tends to reduce the amount of 
already-mined coal will help Lewis 
put more pressure on the operators. 
The present piles above ground are 
estimated by the bureau of mines at 
70,000,000 tons, or about a 45-day 
supply. This is the highest spring- 
time coal pile since 1942. 


Operator spokesmen were quick to 
call the shutdown a strike, called in 
' contempt" of the contract terms. 
Lewis himself declared the contract 
sanctioned such memorial periods.

PRESSURE GROUP STAMPS 


(From The Washington Evening Star) 
The Eightieth Congress "authorized and directed" 
the Postmaster General to issue more than twenty postage 
stamps which philatelists have stigmatized as undesirable. 
Most of the unwanted labels were intended as compli- 
ments to groups and individuals who ordinarily would not 
have been so honored. Political pressure was the explan- 
ation. The character of the Nation's postal adhesives was 
stultified to accommodate selfish interests. One of the 
stamps was a publicity stunt staged by the publisher of a 
magazine of the poultry trade. It featured an egg and a 
rooster, but no hen. 


And the Eighty-first Congress is following in the steps 
of its predecessor. The day it assembled saw the introduc- 
tion of several bills requiring the manufacture and distri- 
bution of stamps which the Postmaster General uncoerced 
never would have considered. One of the stickers demand- 
ed would glorify the trotter Hambletonian; another would 
advertise the centennial of the Angora goat! The resolu- 
tions "authorizing and directing" these obviously unworthy 
issues probably will be passed. Both are indorsed by im- 
portant political forces. \ 


Meanwhile, a proposal for a series of stamps in aid 
of educational campaigns for improved public health re- 
mains unnoticed by the House and the Senate. The Amer- 
ican Cancer Society has submitted four attractive designs 
for a label to "point up" its drive in April. Similar adhes- 
ives have been requested to help the crusades against tu- 
berculosis, poliomyelitis and heart disease. A stamp to 
dramatize the Forestry Service's endeavor to halt forest 
fires was suggested more than a year ago, and the soil con- 
servation efforts of the Government have been urged as 
meriting such help. Stamps for half a dozen national parks 
hitherto not pictured also are pending.
